Egyptian fame assumed command. It 
xaa he only a few years before who 
eft twenty-five thousand of the fren- 
zied Madbista dead upon the field. It 
was a dire holocaust, such as Africa 
lad not seen in countless generatsons. 
[lie power of the black prophet wa» 
broken and he has seen no victory for 
the Madhists* cause from that day to 
this. In leading the British hosts 
victory seems to have deserted his 
banner. A series of his blockhouses 
prevented the advance of the Boers 
mtil maddened todesperationDeWet. 
he great Boer leader, resolved to 
weak the cordon or die. He divided 
lis army in two great advancing pow- 
ers and dashed against the 
posis 


which British valor^defecded. The ad-
